He also held the post of Deputy Director- 
General (Telegraph) in the P. & T. Directorate in 1950-51 and again 
in 1952-53. Shri Patel also served in London as India’s representa¬ 
tive on the Commonwealth Telecommunications Board and Com¬ 
munications .Adviser to the High Commissioner for India in the U.K. 
for about four years. 

3. Shri Patel was an able, keen and conscientious officer. He 
was popular with all with whom he had occasion-to work. The 
Government of India has sustained a great loss by his prematuye and 
sudden death.
